Epiphany Church, Milwaukee, Wis., Where Synod Convened 


HE Church of the Epiphany, which entertained Synod this year 
Was organized by Rev. A. C. Anda on March 2nd, 1905, with 
forty-nine charter members, only nine of whom were men. The 
congregation is the result of the missionary activities of Dr. W. 
K. Frick, who gathered a little Sunday School into a cottage on the 
northwest corner of Fourth and Locust streets, on the 9th’ of June, 
1901. Twenty-five children attended the first service. In September, 
1904, the little band moved into the Strauss Building, 914, 3rd: street, 


where the congregation was organized and worshiped until it entered 


the basement of its present church home on December 23rd, 1906. 
‘The church was completed at a cost of $28,000, and consecrated on 
April 21, 1907. The growth of this work has been rapid. The 
membership is-nearing 300 and the Sunday School is one of the largest 


in the Synod. Her daily Christian Kindergarten, in charge of Sister 


Tabitha Ritzmann, is the first of its kind to be opened in our church 


in the West. Rev. G. Keller Rubrecht is pastor of the congregation 
which has been self-supporting since December 1908. 1 .

The President, the Rev. A. J. Re‘chert read his official 
report as follows: 


PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 
For the year ending May 30th, 1909. 


Dear Brethren in Christ: 


For the third time in our history, we meet in this Lutheran 
stronghold. The first time in the mother church in 1893, 
when seven pastors and three lay delegates comprised the 
Synod. Then there was one small Enxgl’sh Lutheran church 
in this city, in fact, the only one in the state of Wisconsin. 
In 1898 Synod met again in the mother church. Thirteen pas- 
tors and eleven lay-de’egates were present. Holy Commun— 


ion, Racine and Holy Trinity, La Crosse were received at this 


convention. Since then the growth of the English Lutheran 
Church in the state cf Wisconsin has been marvelous. In 


Milwaukee there are ten English churches, three of which 


b Icng to our Synod. The result of the meager beginning 
in 1889 is not only the development of Milwaukee but the state 
of Wisconsin. First came Racine then La Crosse after an 


interval of eight years waiting. In quick succession came 


Grace, Kencsha; The First Church, Platteville; St. Pet r’s 
Janesville; Epiphany, Milwaukee; Atonement, Beloit; Holy 
Trinity, Superior; Holy Trinity, Madison; St. Paul's, Waterloo; — 


St. John's, Oshkosh; Reformation, Milwaukee and last but not 
not the least the Church of the Atonement Racine, which 


was organized May 30, with 125 charter members. Great 


Credit is due to the mother church and her pastor for the 


development of the fleld in Wisconsin. The eagle eye of the 
latter has been upon every Lutheran stronghold waiting for 
the opportune time to begin operations, and then with his 
customary vigor and zeal laid the foundations of many of them. 
With the appointment of Rev. A. C. Anda to the office of Field 


_ Missionary, we eater upon the second epoch in the develop- 


ment of the Wisconsin field.. His first work was St. Peter's 


Janesville and his last to date, Atonement, Racine. He has 
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shown himself a master in the art ot organizing and develop- 
ing a field. The wisdom of the Board of Home Missions in 
creating the office of Field Missionary is shown by his work. 


He has been a wise counsellor to the mission pastors and con- 


gregations. Under his supervision, lots were purchased, 
beautiful houses of worship were erected and the financing 
of each parish was directed. 


RELIGIOUS CONDITIONS IN WISCONSIN. 


It is difficult to determine the exact number of church 


members and the number enrolled in the Sunday Schools of 


the state, but the following have been gathered from the latest 


reports and estimates. The Roman Catholic communicant 
membership is 541,300; which is 24 per cent of the entire pop- 
ulation of the state. 63,461 pupils in the Catholic parochial 
schools, which is 8 per cent of the school population. The 
Protestant denominations (Lutherans excepted) have a mem- 
bership of 169,749. There. are sixteem Lutheran synods work- 
ing in Wisconsin which have a membership of 260,000 and 50, 
000 pupils in Sunday School and parochial schools. The Luth- 


erans outnumber the other Protestant bodies by 74,000. Ac 


cording to the above, the total Protestant Church communi- 
cants are 430,000, which is 19 per ecnt of the total population. 

There are also less than 198,000 persons enrolled in the 
Protestant Sunday Schools and parochial schools. About 148, 
. 000 are of school age. Therefore 19 per cent of Wisconsin 
youths are enrolled in Protestant, parochial and Sunday 
Schools and only 27 per cent of school age are receiving any 
Roman Catholic or Protestant religious instruction. Of the 


population of Wisconsin, 1,259,000, or 56.5 per cent are not in 


connection with any church and 564,000 or 73 per cent of 


school age are not in any parochial or-Sunday School and not 


receiving religious instruction of any kind: Woes: a mission 
field for out church!

The past year has been one of the most prosperous in 
our history. At the present time there are no vacancies, 
The pastors have been faithful in their respective parishes; 
the congregations have been zealous in local and synodical 
affairs. Great interest has been manifested in comforts of 
the pastors. In many instances the salaries have been in- 
creased and the moving expenses of all new pastors have 
been paid by the congregations, The relations between 
pastors and people are most cordial. 8 *

The beginning of purely English work in Albert Lea, ‘null 
caused a general awakening in the entire community. A 
change of pastors in one Lutheran church and the introduc. 
tion of English Sunday Schools in two others, have been the 
means of not only retaining their own children, but reaching 
out after those who have been going elsewhere or not at all. 
The Reformed churches are likewise more aggressive than 
ever before. The sad condition of two years ago from in- 
activity and neglect is no longer the case in Albert Lea. 
Salem congregation has sustained heavy losses in death and 


removal. The financia] burden is a heavy one: but with all 


the work is forging ahead and in time, Salem will become a 
potent factor in the community. The congregation is now 
considering the purchase of a church property.

A CASE OF DISCIPLINE. 
Charges of a serious nature having been preferred against 


the Rev. C. W. Valentine by the church council of. Trinity 


Church, Lindstrom, I suspended him from the office of the 
ministry last December until this convention of Synod. On 


account of my inability to locate him, I have been unable to 


send him a copy of the charges as provided for in the con- 
stitution. I. inserted a notice of his suspension in the Luther- 
an hoping in this way to reach him. The charges as presented 
are herewith submitted. I would recommend that a special 


committee be appointed to consider them and recommend 
some action to Synod. 


PASTORAL OVERSIGHT. 


To the oversight of the vacant 8 I have 
given a great deal of time. Care has been exercised to se- 


dure the best supplies and that no interruption of services 
occured. In all cases I personally conferred with the church 
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counells, and in some attended the 3 5 


when pastors were to be called. This 1 found to be profitable 
to the pastor called and the congregation on account of the 


fact that many of our people are unfamiliar with ecclesiastical 
law and customs. Difficulties which arise can be settled at 


once and the peace and welfare of the parish promoted. 


One change, I believe; should be made in our customs and 


that is the change of time fcr holding the s:rvice of installa- 
tion. Until recently this has taken place on the Lord’s day, 
when it is the most difficult time for the president of Synod 
or the members of Synod to attend. It would be well to 
have such s2rvices on a week day evening. By experience, 
I have learned that our people will turn out at such a service 
on a week day evening, as well as on Sunday. Oftentimes 
pastors are unable to attend because of their inability to 
secure supplies for Sunday. It would lessen the expense of 
the congregation for there would be no expense incurred 


by the officiating pastor for a supply. In view of these facts, 


I would recommend that action be taken by synod requesting 
the congregations to hold the installation service on a week 
day instead of on Sunday. 


APPORTIONMENTS. 

It is a cause for gratification that our congregations en- 
deavor to meet their appointments. Several congregations 
have raised more than their apportionment. This year the 
various Boards are asking for larger amounts than hereto- 
fore and no doubt will continue to do so each year. In order 


that the subject can be given careful consideration by Synod | | 


and each Board receive its just amount, I would recommend 
that a standing rule be adopted requiring the apportionment 
committee to report to Synod at the first business session on 
the Friday following the opening of Synod, the amount per 
communicant member required for each benevolent object, 
and that the consideration of the same be made the first 


order of business of said session. This I deem advisable | 


owing to the laborious work put upon the committee and

At the last convention of Synod, the president was 
authorized to enforce the provision of the constitution in the

; * SCHOOLS FOR LUIHBRAN SUNDAY SCHOOL 


TEACHERS. 
Two schools will be conducted by Synod: one in St. 
John's Church, Minneapolis, and the other with the Chicago 
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. Synod at the Seminary in Chicago. The purpose of these 
schools is to give the officers and teachers of our Sunday 


Schools the best possible instruction for effective work. The 
General Council Graded System will be fully explained and 


the best methods of Sunday School teaching, especially as 
applied the different departments and grades, will be dis- 
cussed and studied. There will be demonstrations of. these 
methods with model lessons in the different departments and 
grades. There will also be short courses in Mission and 


Bible Study and a course of three special evening lectures. 


There are no tuition charges, but all are expected to furnish — 


their own entertainment. These Schools are not intended 
to be confined to any one synodical organization, but are 
open equally to all our Lutheran churches for mutual help 
and encouragement. ‘A splendid corps of instructors and 
lecturers have been secured for both schools, among them 


are Dr. Schmauk the originator of the graded system, Dr. 


Frick, Dr. Leuker, Dr. Sander and members of the faculty of 
the Chicago Theological Seminary.. No Sunday School teacher 
or oe can afford to remain away from these een. , 


EDUCATIONAL MATTERS. 


Recently the chairman of the Educational 
of the General Council informed me that a special meeting 
of the committee would be held prior to the meeting of the 
General Council, at which time the courses of study in our 


academies, colleges, and theological seminaries will be con- 


sidered. It is intended to establish a uniform standard of 
graduation from our Lutheran institutions, and a uniform 
standard for entrance into the ministry. The academic 
course is to be of the same standard as the best high schools. 
The college course is to to cover 640 hours annually and 
Christian Greek and Latin are to be substituted for the 
classical Greek and Latin ‘selections. Religious instruction 
is to be given two hours weekly and this is to be imparted 
to all students irrespective of special courses. The theologi- 
cal course is to cover 500 hours annually for three years 
for graduation with diploma and an additional year for the

It is certainly not the Lord’s wish that our synod 
which is continually crying for men (and he has answered 
our ery), should not be willing to offer men for the work, 
W sab aie mercy upon all of us and help us to do his will:

The Prof. C. W. Foss of Augustana College 
Rock Island, III., and Rev. C. T. Benze, Erie, Pa. President 


of the Pittsburgh Synod were appointed. They spent six 


months upon the field. Upon their return they reported 


as follows: As a rule the converts attend public services 
very faithfully and some times go great distances in order 
to be present. During the services they observe a devout at- 


titude and the manner in which they sing the hymns is 
enough to stir the heart. At the divine services every- 
where, the full order of the Morning Service is used. The 
people were thoroughly familiar with the responses. The 
missionaries are overburdened with work. With the scanty 
supply of men sent from home and the prospective necessary 
furlough of several in the field the situation is becoming criti- 


cal. The demands of the times are such that the very best 
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men the church possesses should be sent to 3 lands. 
Tze indications are that there will be in the near future 
a large ingathering of souls and the church must be ready 
for it or else lose her opportunities. The Board asks for

| Of the pastors responding this year, three contributed 

for two years. Two of the pastors who took charge of con- 
gregations in our Synod during the year also contributed to 
the Fund, although it was scarcely expected of them. It is 
possible that some pastors and congregations have sent in 


their contributions since the books were closed and hence 
will come into next year’s report But since the money is 


invested at the close of the Synodical year, it is important 
that all of the moneys be sent in before that time, as pre- 
scribed by Synod. The whole amount received from congre- 
gations and pastors during the year is $358.49. According 
to the pledge of Hon. C. A. Smith, the amount was doubled, 
and the interest on the note for $1109.93 at 6 per cent was 
added, making the total receipts $783.58, this added to the 
amount invested last year swells the Fund to $1893.51—which 
was again invested with the C. A. Smith Timber Company. 


Had all the pastors and congregations responded, the Fund 


would now be conisderably over $2000.00, but as the plan is 
so new, it takes time for all to adjust themselves to it.. But 


when we consider that the Fund is being gathered for the 


benefit of Ministers, disabled by age or sickness, and for 
indigent widows and helpless orphans of deceased Ministers, 
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it seems to your Board that the love of Christ should con- 
strain every pastor and congregation to help to swell the 
Fund as rapidly as n ene to ‘the. rules adopted 
by Synod. 

While the Fund may not eee as ne as some 
of us may have anticipated, it is nevertheless a matter of 
congratulation that after three years since the plan went into 
operation the snug sum of nearly $1900.00 is in the Treasury. 

The thanks of the Synod are due the Hon. C. A. Smith 
for the donation of $358.49—doubling the amount Fe 
by the pastors and congregations.

These students are bound to be the leaders in secular and 
church activities if kept in touch with the church.

three places, among many others, viz, Madison, Minneapolis 
and Fargo, demand immediate attention. In order to take 
definite steps toward meeting the needs as they exist, the

As Synod's representative, I attended both. meetings of -

- aries to ascertain the condition and needs of each field. At 
the fall meeting the folowing officers were elected: Pres., 
Rev. S. Laird, D. D.; Vice Pres., Rev. J. E. Whittaker, D. D.;

Esq.; General Supt., J. C. Kunzmann, D. D., Rev. A. C. Anda, 
Western Dist. Supt. Rules and regulations governing the Board 


and the missionary force, which was followed by election ot 
the Missionary force, were adopted.“ 
During the year the Board des expended upon our terri- 
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tory $714.00 per month, not counting the cost of supervision, 
The Western District Superintendent, Rev. A. C. Anda, has 


deen active in the state of Wisconsin, assisting the missions 
in Milwaukee, Beloit, Madison, Racine and elsewhere in the 


erection of their churches and in the enlargement of their : 


membership. 


The Field Missionary, Rev. J. A. Zundel, ‘has been active, | 
and besides spending two months on the mission itinerary in 
the fall and assisting the local missionaries, has succeeded 


im organizing a mission at Arlington Hills, St. Paul, Seven 
Oaks and Western Ave., Minneapolis, and is laying out larger 


work for the months to come. 
According to the instructions from Synod I transferred 


the Mission at N. St. Paul to the Board. 


For the summer months Student C. J. Rockey of the Chi- 
cago Seminary will assist the Field Missionary in the Twin 
Cities and Student E. O. Hoffmeister will have charge of the 
mission at Racine. The portable chapel] which has been do- 
nated for use in St. Paul, Minn., by the congregation at War- 
ren, Pa, is now in course of construction. 


As the Board rejoices in the growth of the Lutheran 


Church, both within and without the Genera] Council, it was 


pleased to learn of the forward movement which is being 
made in the Augustana Synod, the United Norwegian Synod 
and other Lutheran church bodies and has appointed its 
Supt., Rev. A. D. Crile and your representative, as a commit- 


tee to enter into negotiations, and if possible, a compact 


with the mission committees or Boards of these respective 
bodies in order that our General Council Board may not in 


the least interfere with their work. Realizing that with all 


our energy and devotiom we have been unable to do the entire 


work, we welcome into the field these bodies and assure them 
of our earnest cooperation. 


The new plan of missions is based on a careful study of 


the facts and a proper application of the means to the end. 


It contemplates the employment of experienced and well 

qualified men for every important section to invest'gate 
fields and organize missions. It adds helpful supervision to 
the work for the encouragement and success of the mission- 


- ary. Sufficient assistance is to be given so that the work 


may not lag to the discouragement of the people and the 
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missionary. Under such a system we do not believe that it 
will require ten or fifteen years in order to gather and cement 
into a self-sustaining congregation the accessible people in 
a given neighborhood. Whilst the outlay of the first six 
months may be larger than under the old system, the total 
expense in bringing the mission to the self-sustentation point 
will be smaller, and the income from these organizations will 
be larger. 
0 In studying the Home Mission Field of the Synod of the 
Northwest, it must be apparent that, with the forces now 
employed, it cannot be thoroughly cultivated. We ought to 
have a field missionary for the state of Wisconsin, and anoth- 
er missionary who will spy out land in the Dakotas. We 
have a lot in Bismark and Mayville, and the former is believed 
to be ripe for the organization of English Work. These addi- 


tional agents cannot be employed and supported on the 


amounts apportioned to the congregations, hence we must 
devise in harmony with the recommendation of the Board of 
the General Council special means for the raising of special 
amounts for this additional and most necessary work. : 


But east and west of the Synod of the Northwest extend- 
ing on the one hand to the Atlantic and on the other to the 
Pacific, and the British Dominions on the north, there is given 
us a mission territory bewildering in its magnitude and in- 


spiring in its prospects. We have only begun to throw out 


our skirmish lines and the conquests are beyond all expecta- 
tions. We have simply scratched the soil and the harvest 
is abundant. What will it be when the entire army is in 
action? What will be the harvest when we begin to turn 
up the rich subsoil? Wherever we have entered, whether in 
Greater New York in the east, Chicago, Milwaukee, the Twin 
Cities of Minnesota to the west, or Seattle and Portland on 

the coast, we find that these cities stand ready to yield us 
many fold beyond what they ever did in the past. When 
we think of Canada and our early success in Montreal, and 
look at the more rapid development in Toronto, Guelph, 


Galt and Hamilton, we find here a vast field. And from Tor- 


onto to the Coast, a distance of more than 2000 miles, we 


have as yet only one English Lutheran mission. Surely the 


fleld is vast. 
Whether or not the territory cultivated 5 our Board al- 
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most exclusively in Canada, the Northwest, and on the Pa. 
eile Coast is to be left to us the future will decide. But aur 


duty to the ungathered is only increased by the fact that we 


have had and now have that vast field to ourselves. If we 
are wise as well as faithful, we will so pre-empt the fleld in 


this territory that it may not only remain ours but yield us 


a great harvest to the glory of God. This is the conviction 


of the Board that we ought to call upon the Church, and not 
to cease calling, until it has furnished us with the men and 
means to care for our own properly. 

The Board at its last meeting was perplexed as to the 
best method for raising sufficient funds for the extensive 


work which we have already entered upon. We have con- 
cluded to continue to send out the Home Mission receptacles — 


and prepared services at the Reformation season, and in ad- 
dition thereto other Home Mission. boxes at the Pentecost 
season and for any period not devoted by Synod or Council 
to other objects to enable our congregatins to secure in- 
creased contributions and thus make up their apportionment. 
for the Home Mission cause. Whilst the Board felt that 50c 
a year per communicant member should not be the ultimate 


‘standard, it should be made the gauge for the present. This | 


body has hitherto been asked to pay $1000 per year to the 


Home Mission work of the General Council, besides what it 


would raise for its own local needs. Under the present plan 


it is asked to apportion $2500.00 among its congregations. If 


the assistance above indicated will not be sufficient to enable 
dur parishes to raise the increased apportionment, then an 
itinerary of information and inspiration more extended and 
comprehensive than the one of the year 1908 will be inaug- 


urated, then the matter will be fully explained to our people 
by our field missionaries, and we have no doubt that the in- 


creased interest developed in our great Home Mission work 7 8 


win result in increased giving.

During the year I sold $58.00 worth, returning 
the money to Mrs. Harpster. I have recently received another 
lot, some of which I have brought to this convention.

“If you will not get tired on that side of the water, I ast 
try, with God's help, to make it go on this side“. 

Porto Rico. Our Church was one of the first to begin 
mission work on that Island.
